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A  Letter  from  the  President 

It  was  just  several  years  ago  that  a  group  of  us  studying  confra- 
ternities met  as  usual  in  early  May  at  the  Kalamazoo  confer- 
ence around  a  table  in  the  crowded  cafeteria  and  discussed  how 
we  needed  to  get  ourselves  organized.  Then  came  the  1989 
meeting  in  Toronto,  the  founding  of  the  Society  for  Confrater- 
nity Studies,  and  the  publishing  of  our  bulletin. 

We  were  recently  at  Kalamazoo  again,  participating  in 
our  first  special  sessions  devoted  to  confraternities  (see  below, 
p.  13).  We  were  pleased  to  find  there  was  also  a  third  session, 
organized  by  three  German  scholars,  Jan  Gerchow,  Bernhard 
Jussen,  and  Thomas  Frank.  We  welcome  them  warmly  and 
hope  to  see  them  again. 

The  two  sessions  sponsored  by  the  Society  were  on 
Saturday  afternoon,  one  following  the  other.  At  the  end  the 
discussion  became  very  animated  and  prolonged,  to  the  extent 
that  Cyrilla  Barr,  who  was  chairing,  had  to  remind  us  that  we 
had  gone  twenty  minutes  overtime,  right  into  the  wine  hour! 
Many  topics  came  up:  politics,  learning,  and  spirituality;  pat- 
terns of  control  within  and  without  the  group,  and  their  com- 
plex interplay;  gender  considerations,  and  the  concepts  of 
"sisterhood"  and  "brotherhood"  among  unrelated  members  of 
the  laity;  various  aspects  of  secrecy  and  personal  life;  the 
editing  and  interpretation  of  primary  materials  such  as  statutes 
and  archival  records.  We  clearly  need  to  keep  in  communica- 
tion with  each  other! 
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We  have  submitted  a  proposal  for  three  special  sessions 
for  next  year's  Kalamazoo  Congress  (see  below,  pp.  13-14). 
Since  the  next  issue  of  Confratemitas  will  appear  after  the 
deadline  for  submission  of  abstracts  to  Kalamazoo  (15  Septem- 
ber 1991),  we  encourage  you  to  write  to  the  organizers  at 
Kalamazoo  directly  asking  them  for  their  "Call  for  Papers." 
There  you  will  find  our  Society  listed  under  "Sponsored 
Sessions"  as  well  as  all  the  pertinent  information  for  abstract 
submission.

Guernsey's  Confraternities 

In  the  course  of  work  for  a  doctorate  at  the  University  of  War- 
wick, I  have  used  confraternity  records  from  a  region  which 
has  received  little  attention  from  historians  of  the  early  modern 
period.  The  research  project  concerns  the  Reformation  in 
Guernsey,  an  island  of  some  twenty-five  square  miles  in  the 
Bay  of  Mont  S.  Michel,  a  short  way  off  the  French  coast. 
Since  the  thirteenth  century  Guernsey  has  been  attached  politi- 
cally to  the  English  Crown.  Despite  this,  until  the  late  1560s  its 
ten  parishes  were  in  the  Diocese  of  Coutances  (Normandy). 
The  francophone  pre-Re formation  population  was  well  under 
ten  thousand.  Although  there  was  a  small  town  and  some  com- 
merce went  on,  life  for  most  natives  was  largely  agricultural 
and  maritime. 

It  has  not  proved  possible  (or  necessary)  to  digest  min- 
utely all  the  data  encountered  concerning  the  island's  confrater- 
nities, but  a  few  indications  may  be  given  of  the  value  of  the 
material  which  has  surveyed. 

Forty-three  confraternities  (five  in  the  town  parish) 
existing  between  15(X)  and  c.1563  have  been  discovered,  and 
references  to  lights  probably  indicate  that  there  were  several 
others.  The  existence  of  confraternities  is  often  attested  by 
documents  known  as  confessions  des  rentes.  These  deeds, 
which  were  certified  by  the  civil  authority,  set  out  a  confrater- 
nity's legal  title  to  revenues  which  had  been  pledged  by  mem- 
bers or  purchased  in  trust  by  its  officers  (collecteurs,  procur- 
eurSy  or  bdtonniers).  The  names  of  confraternities  also  occur  in 
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other  types  of  deeds  which  mention  revenues  due  to  them, 
similarly  certified  by  the  civil  courts. 

Most  often  confraternity  revenues  were  expressed  in 
annual  wheat  rents  which  were  owed  by  donor  members  or 
their  assigns.  Often,  men  and  women  joined  confraternities 
with  a  spouse  or  other  relative,  although  single  people  were  not 
debarred  from  membership.  It  appears  that  the  usual  sum 
pledged  by  individuals  for  membership  was  one  cabotel  of 
wheat  annually.  Married  couples  (and  other  family  pairs) 
pledged  twice  that  amount,  namely  one  bushel.  This  customary 
donation,  and  lesser  sums  which  were  sometimes  paid,  placed 
membership  within  the  reach  of  all  but  the  poorest  people.  No 
trace  of  sex-  or  age-specific  confraternities  has  been  found. 

The  roles  of  the  confraternity,  in  common  with  English 
and  European  tradition,  were  religious,  charitable,  and  social. 
Memorial  lights,  masses,  and  doles  of  bread  were  all  funded. 
The  most  notable  confraternity  was  that  of  the  Cherite,  which 
was  founded  in  1531  by  the  island's  chief  magistrate  and  fifty 
other  people.  Like  its  Norman  namesakes  it  gave  alms,  most 
ostensively  at  Easter,  when  the  magistrate  handed  out  cakes 
(gaches)  which  were  divided  in  four  (like  the  Host)  at  the  door 
of  its  chapel,  which  was  also  the  parish  ossuary.  Often  priests 
were  members  of  confraternities  and,  departing  from  English 
convention,  they  sometimes  also  held  office  in  them.  They 
remained,  however,  under  the  direction  of  the  lay  brethren. 

When  the  English  Edwardian  regime  made  attempts  on 
the  island's  confraternities,  the  local  administration  went  to 
great  lengths  to  protect  and  conceal  their  revenues.  It  was  sup- 
ported in  this  by  the  community,  so  much  so  that  its  diversions 
were  largely  successful.  The  confraternities  continued  to  func- 
tion throughout  the  reigns  of  Edward  and  Mary.  It  was  only  in 
Elizabeth's  time  that  English  commissioners,  not  without  with 
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some  difficulty,  managed  to  close  them  down  and  confiscate 
their  revenues. 

Some  conclusions  about  the  island's  religious  life  might 
be  drawn  from  a  close  statistical  analysis  of  the  contents  of  the 
confessions  and  associated  deeds,  although  a  problem  arises 
distinguishing  between  donated  rents  and  those  which  were 
purchased  by  the  confraternities  as  investments.  Of  more  sig- 
nificance to  students  of  other  regions  is  the  sheer  number  of 
confraternities  to  be  found  in  Guernsey's  small,  mostly  rural, 
area.  The  forty-three  encountered  in  the  island  is  an  impressive 
number  when  set  alongside,  for  example,  the  forty-five  which 
have  been  identified  in  the  important  city  of  Norwich.  Such  a 
high  concentration  of  confraternities  is  not  necessarily  an  in- 
dication of  especially  profound  local  piety,  but  reveals  rather 
the  successful  survival  of  records  made  in  accordance  with 
customary  legal  requirements.  Would  equivalent  areas  of  par- 
ishes with  religiuos  traditions  ressembling  those  of  Guernsey 
(for  example  in  Normandy)  show  similar  concentrations  of 
confraternities  if  they  too  had  been  obliged  to  keep  rent  rolls 
and  title  deeds  certified  by  the  civil  authority?  One  suspects  so.

Una  confraternita  rurale  nella  Lucchesia 
del  secolo  XII:  appunti  per  una  ricerca 

An  overview  of  a  12th-cent.  confraternity  in  the  parish  of 
Pescia  (Lucca,  Tuscany).  The  confraternity  was  composed 
of  lay  and  religious,  male  and  female  members.  It  met 
monthly  to  celebrate  Mass,  meditate,  and  share  a  commu- 
nal meal.  There  exists  a  codex  containing  the  confrater- 
nity's constitution,  nine  sermons,  and  a  liturgical  calendar 
on  which  the  names  of  deceased  members  were  recorded. 

Quella  spaziosa  valle  che  ad  oriente  chiudeva,  dalla  parte  di 
Pistoia,  I'antica  diocesi  di  Lucca,  si  chiama  oggi  Valdinievole 
e  ha  in  Pescia  (oggi  sede  episcopale)  il  proprio  centre  storico  e 
geografico,  per  confluenza  naturale  di  strade  e  di  corsi  d*acqua. 
Nel  secolo  XI  Pescia,  non  ancora  strutturata  in  nucleo  urbano, 
era  una  pieve  rurale  lucchese,  accanto  alia  quale  si  era  costi- 
tuita  una  canonica  regolare  che  seppe  accogliere  molto  presto 
i  germi  della  riforma  e  che  poi  divenne  roccaforte  del  partito 
gregoriano,  quando  lo  scontro  con  Enrico  IV  passb  anche  per 

Lucca.

Airinizio  del  secolo  XII  nella  pieve  di  Pescia  nacque,  o  riprese 
vita  riformandosi,  una  confraternita  che  riuniva  insieme  i  chie- 
rici  e  i  laici,  comprese  le  donne,  timorati  di  Dio  ("tarn  ex 
clericis  quam  laicis  et  mulieribus  Dominum  timentibus"). 

Tale  confraternita  si  inseriva  nella  tradizione  delle  an- 
tiche  kalendaCy  le  adunanze  mensili  del  clero  rurale,  rese  ob- 
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bigatorie  in  epoca  carolingia.  Nelle  calende  del  mese,  tutti  i 
presbiteri  e  i  chierici  dovevano  radunarsi  per  un  colloquio  spiri- 
tuale  (collatio)  presso  la  loro  pieve,  sotto  la  presidenza  del 
pievano.  II  convegno  si  svolgeva  in  tre  tempi:  la  Messa,  la 
riflessione  spirituale,  il  pranzo  collegiale. 

Gilt  in  epoca  carolingia,  e  soprattutto  piil  tardi,  il  pran- 
zo comunitario  divenne  occasione  di  disordini,  anche  perch6  a 
tali  pranzi  venivano  invitati  pure  i  laici,  i  quali  avevano  an- 
ch'essi  le  loro  confratemite  sotto  la  direzione  dei  rispettivi 
pievani.  E*  dimostrato  che  alia  fine  del  XII  secolo  qualche 
vescovo  riformatore  tentb  di  eliminare  Tusanza  dei  pranzi 
consumati  insieme  tra  laici  e  chierici  durante  le  calende  di 
questi  ultimi. 

L'esempio  della  confratemita  di  Pescia,  non  sufficiente- 
mente  conosciuto,  h  molto  interessante.  Non  solo  si  voile  con- 
servare  il  pranzo  comune  tra  chierici  e  laici,  riformato  e  disci- 
plinato  nei  modi  che  ora  vedremo,  ma  addirittura  si  tentb  di 
istituire  una  fratemitas  mista  di  chierici  e  di  laici,  compren- 
dente,  come  dicevo,  anche  le  donne  e  le  monache. 

Di  tale  confratemita  h  rimasto  un  registro  (il  codice  530 
della  Capitolare  di  Lucca,  proveniente  da  Pozzeveri)  che  com- 
prende  un  sunto  di  quella  che  dovette  essere  la  regola  dei  con- 
fratelli,  Tobituario  dei  soci  defunti,  il  testo  di  nove  sermoni  da 
leggersi  durante  le  riunioni,  ed  infine  il  formulario  liturgico  di 
alcune  Messe  sia  in  onore  della  Beata  Vergine  sia  in  suffragio 
dei  defunti. 

La  parte  per  noi  piu  interessante  h  costituita  dalla  re- 
gola e  dal  calendario  liturgico.  Su  quest'ultimo  furono  via  via 
annotati  i  nomi  dei  confratelii  defunti  per  i  quali  dovevano 
essere  celebrati  gli  uffici  di  suffragio  negli  anniversari  della 
loro  morte.  Tali  annotazioni,  che  per  brevity  chiamer6  *obi- 
tuario'  della  confratemita,  consentono  di  affermare  che  la 
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fratemitas  fu  costituita  all'inizio  del  XII  secolo  nella  pieve  di 
Pescia  e  che  rimase  in  vita  almeno  fino  alia  met^  del  Duecento. 

II  sodalizio  riuniva  insieme  i  pievani  delPalta  Valdinie- 
vole,  da  San  Gennaro  a  Montecatini,  con  i  presbiteri  e  i  chieri- 
ci  da  essi  dipendenti;  i  canonici  della  pieve  di  Pescia  e  i  preti 
rettori  delle  chiese  ad  essa  pieve  soggette,  gli  abati  di  Buggia- 
no,  le  badesse  di  San  Michele  di  Pescia  e  di  Tolli  con  alcune 
loro  monache,  diversi  laici,  alcuni  dei  quali  sono  conosciuti  e 
appartenevano  alia  ricca  nobiltk  di  Montecatini,  Maona,  Bug- 
giano,  e  Porcari.  Mancano  i  pievani  e  i  preti  (e  natural mente 
anche  i  laici)  della  parte  orientale  e  meridionale  della  valle,  ad 
eccezione  delle  badesse  e  delle  monache  di  Tolli. 

Non  h  escluso  che  la  geografia  della  provenienza — che 
grosso  modo  costituisce  il  triangolo  occidentale  della  valle,  con 
la  base  comprendente  le  pievi  della  montagna  e  la  punta  sul 
monastero  di  Tolli — possa  anche  corrispondere  ad  una  delimita- 
zione  ecclesiastica  o  civile  di  cui  non  abbiamo  notizia,  ma  che 
potrebbe  essere  nata  alPinizio  del  XII  secolo,  dopo  la  morte  di 
Ugolino  dei  Cadolingi  (1113)  o  di  Matilde  di  Canossa  (1115). 

Nella  regola  dei  confratelli  sono  richiamati  in  modo 
particolare  i  valori  cristiani  delTamore  fraterno,  dello  stare 
insieme  e  della  testimonianza:  i  membri  si  riunivano  periodica- 
mente  di  mattina,  in  questa  o  in  quella  chiesa  indicata  dai  pre- 
posti  della  congregazione,  per  una  riflessione  spirituale,  per  la 
Messa  e  per  la  refezione  fatta  insieme.  Ogni  volta  che  si  ritro- 
vavano  mettevano  in  comune  sei  denari  ciascuno;  ma  i  confra- 
telli piu  poveri  ne  erano  dispensati  o  erano  tassati  in  misura 
inferiore.  Chi  senza  grave  motivo  non  avesse  partecipato  alia 
riunione,  veniva  tassato  per  il  doppio,  cio^  per  dodici  denari, 
e  la  volta  seguente,  come  penitenza,  avrebbe  dovuto  consumare 
il  pranzo  da  solo. 

La  refezione  comune,  dopo  la  Messa  alia  fine  della 
mattinata,  era  ritenuta  un  gesto  di  amore  fraterno  molto  impor- 
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tante.  Consumata  in  silenzio  o  nell'ascolto  di  una  lettura  spiri- 
tuale,  tale  refezione  era  rigorosamente  riservata  ai  soli  confra- 
telli,  e  nessun  estraneo  vi  poteva  essere  ammesso,  ad  eccezione 
di  coloro  ai  quali  dai  fratelli  fosse  dovuta  speciale  obbedienza 
o  a  cui  fosse  stato  conveniente  esprimere  riverenza.  Se  invece 
fosse  stato  presente  un  qualunque  altro  personaggio,  avrebbe 
dovuto  mangiare  a  parte,  in  compagnia  di  un  solo  confratello, 
secondo  un'usanza  che  del  resto  in  certi  ambienti  conventuali  h 
arrivata  fino  ai  nostri  giomi. 

La  pratica  di  consumare  il  pasto  insieme,  alia  fine  della 
riunione  spirituale  e  subito  dopo  la  comunione  eucaristica,  do- 
veva  aver  suscitato  disapprovazioni  e  critiche  poich^  i  confra- 
telli  difendono  con  calore  questa  loro  usanza  e  negano  che  ci 
potesse  essere  un  irriverente  contrasto  tra  la  comunione  eucari- 
stica e  la  successiva  refezione  corporale.  Per  difendersi  dalle 
critiche  si  rifacevano  alPesempio  dato  dallo  stesso  Signore,  che 
sfamb  la  grande  folia  che  lo  seguiva  affinch^  la  gente  stanca  e 
affamata  non  perisse  lungo  la  via  del  ritorno.  E  si  faceva  osser- 
vare  ai  malevoli  denigratori  che,  alio  stesso  modo,  anche  molti 
confratelli  venivano  da  luoghi  diversi  e  anche  lontani  e  che  non 
sarebbe  stato  amorevole  mandarli  a  casa  digiuni. 

Uno  degli  impegni  fondamentali  dei  confratelli  appare 
infatti  Tamore  reciproco,  insieme  con  la  pace  vicendevole  (era- 
no  espulsi  coloro  che  non  avessero  voluto  rappacificarsi).  Si 
impegnavano  inoltre  alPassistenza  in  caso  di  infermit^,  alle 
esequie  solenni  in  caso  di  morte  e,  in  modo  particolarissimo, 
alle  preghiere  di  suffragio.  Erano  dispensati  da  quest!  ultimi 
obblighi  i  fratelli  che  si  fossero  trovati  in  pellegrinaggio  o  che, 
per  motivi  di  studio,  dimorassero  altrove.

Reviews 

Little,  Lester  K.  LibertH  Caritd  Fratemitd,  Confratemite  laiche 
a  Bergamo  nelVetd,  del  Comune.  Edizione  degli  statuti  a  cura  di 
Sandro  Buzzetti.  Ricerca  codicologica  di  Giulio  Orazio  Bravi 
(Bergamo:  Pierluigi  Lubrina  Editore,  1988),  226  pp. 

Professor  Little's  work  was  published  simultaneously  in  Eng- 
lish (Smith  College  Studies  in  History,  vol.  51)  and  Italian  (the 
version  under  review).  It  is  the  fruit  of  more  than  ten  years  of 
research  on  the  confraternities  of  12th-  and  13th-century  Ber- 
gamo (N-E  Italy).  The  volume  is  divided  into  two  parts:  a  gen- 
eral introduction  to  lay  religious  life  in  late-medieval  Bergamo 
(pp.  11-98)  and  a  collection  of  archival  documents  dating  from 
1265  to  1363  (pp.  101-219).  Two  indeces  (person  and  place 
names)  complete  the  volume  (pp.  221-227). 

The  first  part  contains  a  general  introduction  to  lay 
spirituality  in  the  12th  century  (pp.  11-13),  a  brief  history  of 
Bergamo  during  the  time  of  the  commune  (pp.  15-26),  a  des- 
cription of  the  development  in  religious  life  in  the  12th  and 
13th  centuries  from  monastic  to  mendicant  orders  (pp.  27-47), 
a  summary  of  the  origin  of  lay  confraternities  within  the  con- 
text of  13th  mendicant  spirituality  (pp.  49-54),  a  description  of 
late  medieval  confraternities  in  Bergamo  (pp.  55-65),  a  dis- 
cussion of  their  statutes  (pp.  67-82)  and  activities  (pp.  83-92), 
and  a  conclusion  (pp.  93-98).  Although  there  is  no  collected 
bibliography  of  cited  works,  a  wealth  of  footnotes  directs  the 
reader  towards  a  variety  of  primary  and  secondary  sources. 
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The  second  part  contains  the  transcription  of  eight  con- 
fraternity statutes  from  the  13th  and  14th  century,  a  1305  docu- 
ment relating  to  a  confraternity  that  had  been  active  since  1 159, 
and  a  notary's  minutes  of  five  confraternity  general  meetings 
held  in  1292.  Each  document  is  preceded  by  a  detailed  descrip- 
tion of  the  manuscript  and  some  brief  information  on  the  con- 
fraternity. All  ten  documents  are  in  Latin.  They  are:  the 
notarial  act  dated  1305  relating  to  the  Ospedale  di  San  Sepolcro 
di  Astino,  1159  (pp.  101-106),  the  statutes  of  the  Congrega- 
zione  della  Misericordia  di  Bergamo,  1265  (pp.  107-121),  those 
of  the  Consorzio  di  San  Michele  del  Pozzo  Bianco,  1266  (pp. 
123-137),  those  of  the  Consorzio  di  Sant'Alessandro  della 
Croce,  1272  (pp.  139-149),  those  of  the  Consorzio  di  Santa 
Caterina,  1279  (pp.  151-155),  the  minutes  the  five  meetings 
held  in  1272  by  the  Consorzio  di  San  Pancrazio  in  order  to 
discuss  the  riorganization  of  the  confraternity  (pp.  157-172), 
the  statutes  of  the  Consorzio  per  TAssistenza  ai  Carcerati,  1320 
(pp.  173-179),  those  of  the  Consorzio  della  Misericordia  di 
Nembro  e  di  Alzano  Superiore,  1326  (pp.  181-190),  those  of 
the  Congregazione  dei  Disciplinati  della  Citt^  e  del  Distretto  di 
Bergamo,  1336  (pp.  191-205),  and  those  of  the  Consorzio  di 
Sant'Alessandro  in  Colonna,  1363  (pp.  207-219). 

Many  factors  make  this  volume  an  important  publica- 
tion, not  the  least  of  which  are  the  scholarly  apparatus  and  the 
depth  of  perception  it  possesses,  as  well  as  the  careful  tran- 
scription of  documents  relating  to  the  early  years  of  lay  confra- 
ternities. The  focus  on  a  geographical  area  not  usually  studied 
(as  is  the  case  for  the  following  book),  enriches  our  under- 
standing of  lay  spirituality  in  late-medieval  Italy.

The  first  part  of  this  volume  (pp.  1 1-84)  is  a  study  of  Sardinian 
flagellant  confraternities  (the  battudos)  that  focuses  on  confra- 
ternities in  the  diocese  of  Sassari  and  the  adjacent  region  of 
Logudoro  (north-west  Sardinia).  The  second  part  (pp.  87-276) 
is  a  transcription  of  the  Libberu  of  the  flagellant  confraternity 
of  S.  Croce,  in  Torralba,  a  small  town  S-E  of  Sassari. 

Part  One  consists  of  five  chapters.  Chapter  1  (pp.  11- 
19)  is  a  brief  introduction  to  the  flagellant  movement  in  gen- 
eral, with  special  reference  to  the  events  of  the  mid- 13th  and 
late- 14th  centuries.  Chapters  2-4  examine  in  reverse  chrono- 
logical order  the  nature  and  activities  of  confraternities  in  the 
diocese  of  Sassaro.  Chapter  2  (pp.  21-27)  deals  with  the  'con- 
temporary' period,  from  the  time  of  archbishop  Marongio 
Delrio  (1871-1905)  to  the  present  day;  chapter  3  (pp.  29-39) 
with  the  period  from  the  Council  of  Trent  to  the  mid- 19th 
century;  chapter  4  (pp.  41-46)  with  the  period  from  the  Middle 
Ages  to  Trent.  A  fifth  chapter  examines  the  Libberu,  or  "Rego- 
le,"  of  the  Disciplinanti  di  S.  Croce  in  the  town  of  Torralba. 
The  chapters  are  complemented  by  extensive  critical  notes  (pp. 
53-84). 

The  texts  in  Part  Two  are  taken  from  a  manuscript  at 
the  Archivio  della  Curia  Arcivescovile  di  Sassari.  This  Libberu 
contains  the  offices,  rites,  statutes,  indulgences,  and  the  lauda- 
rio  of  the  flagellants  of  the  Logudoro.  It  is  written  partly  in  the 
local  dialect  (logudorese)  and  partly  in  Latin.  Although  the 
volume  was  compiled  in  1762,  the  texts  can  be  traced  back  in 
a  fairly  rectilinear  fashion  earlier  compilations  in  the  near-by 
towns  of  Bonnanaro  (1619),  Ossi  and  Borutta,  Banari  (1592), 
Osilo  (1549),  and  Sassari  (14th  century) — which  in  turn  seems 
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to  have  been  based  on  an  Italian  original  dating  back  to  the 
second  half  of  the  13th  century. 

The  texts  included  in  this  second  part  are  the  "Regola 
dei  Disciplinanti  di  Torralba"  (pp.  85-155),  divided  into  six 
sections  (Discipline,  Funeral  Rites,  Elections,  Recruitment  and 
Admission,  Internal  Statutes,  and  Indulgences).  The  seventh 
section  is  the  "Laudario"  (pp.  159-255).  Both  the  "Regola"  and 
the  "Laudario"  are  accompanied  by  a  detailed  scholarly  appara- 
tus, footnotes  giving  the  Italian  equivalent  of  unusual  Sardinian 
words,  and  endnotes.  An  appendix  gives  the  16th-century 
Italian  "Regola"  of  the  flagellants  of  Borutta  (pp.  263-276). 

This  volume,  in  its  two-fold  nature  of  study  and  text,  is 
an  invaluable  addition  to  the  very  scarce  bibliography  on  Sar- 
dinian confraternities.  The  careful  transcription  and  publication 
of  documents  in  Sardinian  dialect  should  be  of  interest  to  his- 
torians of  language,  as  well  as  to  historians  of  lay  spirituality.

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Eastern  Rite  Lay  Confraternities 
in  Ukraine  and  Byelorussia^ 

Easter  rite  lay  confraternities  (bratstva)  are  specific  only  to 
Ukrainian  and  Byelorussian  church  communities.  Some  histor- 
ians consider  these  confraternities  to  be  direct  descendants  of  the 
medieval  fraternal  associations  (bratchiny)  which,  presumably, 
were  in  turn  descendant  of  early  Christian  brotherhoods  or  early 
medieval  guilds.  In  their  organizational  structure,  however,  the 
early  modern  Orthodox  confraternities  had  much  more  in  com- 
mon with  Western  religious  confraternities  of  laymen  than  with 
the  archaic  bratchiny. 

Confraternities  attached  to  Orthodox,  and  later  also  to 
Greek  Catholic  parishes  developed  primarily  as  a  framework  for 
the  religious,  social,  and  cultural  activities  of  Ukrainian  and 
Byelorussian  burghers — although  in  some  cases  noblemen  and 
peasants  are  also  known  to  have  participated.  The  first  reliable 
documents  on  legally  approved  Orthodox  confraternities  date 
from  the  mid-sixteenth  century.  Such  documents  include  the 
1538  charter  of  the  Furriers'  Brotherhood  in  Vilnius,  the  1542 
statute  of  the  Annunciation  Confraternity  and  that  of  the  St 
Nicholas  confraternity  (1544),  both  in  Lviv.  Confraternal  activ- 
ity at  that  time  was  limited  mostly  to  philanthropy  and  the 
upkeep  of  church  property. 

Active  involvement  of  confraternities  in  political  and 
cultural  movements  began  only  with  the  reorganization  of  the 
brotherhood  of  parishioners  of  the  Dormition  church  in  Lviv.  In 
January  1586  the  Dormition  Confraternity  adopted  a  statute  that 
included  articles  assuming  its  control  over  the  clergy  and  the 
establishment  of  a  school  and  a  printing  shop.  The  founding 
members  of  the  confraternity  belonged  to  the  milieu  of  Orthodox 
artisans  and  merchants  residing  in  the  Ukrainian  quarter  in  the 
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centre  of  Lviv.  In  1593  the  patriarch  Jeremiah  II  of 
Constantinople  granted  the  rights  of  Patriarchal  Stauropegion 
(i.e.,  direct  subordination  to  the  Patriarch,  and  exemption  from 
the  authority  of  the  local  bishop)  to  the  Dormition  church.  In  the 
wake  of  this  grant  the  Dormition  Confraternity  itself  assumed 
the  title  of  a  Stauropegion  Confraternity.  The  Dormition  Confra- 
ternity quickly  became  the  most  influential  religious  association 
of  laymen  in  Ukraine  and  a  model  for  similar  organizations  in 
some  regions  of  Ukraine  and  Byelorussia. 

In  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries  confrater- 
nities were  active  in  virtually  every  town  and  in  many  villages 
of  western  Ukraine,  as  well  as  in  numerous  cities  and  villages  of 
the  eastern  provinces  of  the  country.  The  Byelorussian  Orthodox 
Confraternity  of  Vilnius  (Vilnia,  Wilno)  was  particularly  active 
in  the  late  sixteenth  and  early  seventeenth  centuries.  Its  work 
had  a  crucial  impact  on  confraternities  in  the  Grand  Duchy  of 
Lithuania.  The  Epiphany  Confraternity  of  Kiev  was  founded  as 
late  as  1615  and  the  Exaltation  of  the  Holy  Cross  Confraternity 
of  Lutsk  in  1617.  Perhaps  the  most  impressive  fact  in  the  history 
of  the  confraternity  movement  was  the  enrollment  of  the  hetman 
Petro  Konashevych  Sahaidachnyi  "and  the  entire  Zaporozhian 
Host"  into  the  Kiev  Confraternity. 

In  Ukraine  and  Byelorussia  there  were  essentially  two 
types  of  confraternities.  The  "rank-and-file"  parish  confrater- 
nities took  care  of  the  local  churches  and  were  instrumental  in 
socializing  the  common  people  in  towns  and  villages.  They  also 
worked  to  enhance  the  spiritual  enlightment  of  members  through 
sermons  and  common  prayers.  Alongside  confraternities  of  this 
type  there  existed  in  some  cities  burgher  confraternities  that 
performed  all  the  frmctions  of  ordinary  confraternities  but,  at  the 
same  time,  opposed  the  supremacy  of  the  hierarchy  and  devoted 
much  attention  to  cultural  and  political  activity,  sometimes  even 
trying  to  establish  an  organizational  framework  for  the  political 
representation  of  the  Ukrainian  and  Byelorussian  communities. 

The  major  city  confraternities  founded  or  reorganized  in 
the  late  sixteenth  and  early  seventeenth  centuries  belonged  pri- 
marily to  this  second  group.  They  competed  for  influence  with 
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the  hierarchy  and  actively  defended  the  political  and  cultural 
rights  of  Ukrainians  and  Byelorussians.  Their  role  was  especially 
important  in  the  national  and  cultural  revival  of  the  late  sixteenth 
and  early  seventeenth  centuries. 

In  Ukraine  and  Byelorussia  the  Roman  Catholic  com- 
munity constituted  a  small  but  influential  minority.  Its  interests 
were  fostered  by  the  Polish-Lithuanian  state  and  its  social  elites. 
Among  Ukrainian  and  Byelorussian  noblemen  the  tendency 
towards  integration  with  the  ruling  Polish  nobility  lead  them  to 
a  gradual  loss  of  their  religious  and  national  identity.  In  such 
conditions.  Orthodox  burghers,  and  later  Cossacks,  assumed  the 
role  of  defenders  of  national  political  rights  and  cultural  tradi- 
tions. In  many  cities  and  towns,  confraternities  conducted  politi- 
cal activities  in  defence  of  the  civil  rights  of  Orthodox  burghers. 
They  not  only  sent  petitions  and  protests  to  the  authorities,  but 
also  distributed  pamphlets  and  proclamations  appealing  to  Or- 
thodox people  for  unity  in  defence  of  their  civil  and  religious 
rights.  By  forbidding  their  members  from  bringing  their  con- 
flicts into  the  official  courts  of  the  Polish-Lithuanian  state  or  the 
Catholic-dominated  city  magistracies,  confraternities  tended  to 
become  self-governing  bodies  of  the  Orthodox  conmiunities.  In 
effect,  this  constituted  an  attempt  to  establish  alternative  admin- 
istrative structures  for  the  Ukrainian  majority.  These  alternative 
administrative  structures  could  draw  charisma  only  from  native 
religious  institutions. 

In  such  a  situation  it  was  extremely  important  to  main- 
tain Orthodox  churches  in  such  a  way  as  to  allow  them  to  com- 
pete with  Roman  Catholic  churches.  The  magnificence  of  church 
architecture  and  the  splendour  of  church  services  contributed  to 
the  self-esteem  of  local  people,  an  important  factor  in  preserving 
cultural  identity.  Consequently,  confraternities  built  new 
churches  and  repaired  old  ones.  They  also  commissioned  icons 
and  mural  paintings.^ 

The  educational  activities  sponsored  by  the  confrater- 
nities were  equally  important.  The  school  of  the  Lviv  Staurope- 
gion  Confraternity  incorporated  principles  of  humanist  peda- 
gogical thought. 
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After  the  acceptance  of  church  union  by  most  bishops  of 
the  Kiev  Orthodox  Metropolitanate,  all  major  confraternities 
remained  in  the  anti-Uniate  camp  and  played  an  important  role 
in  it.  This  can  be  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  Union  of  Brest 
was  promoted  by  the  bishops  and  the  Polish  authorities.  The 
conditions  of  the  union  were  generally  perceived  as  advantage- 
ous to  them. 

Undoubtedly,  confraternities  introduced  a  spirit  of  com- 
petition into  the  life  of  the  Ruthenian,  Orthodox,  and  Eastern 
Catholic  churches.  This  contributed  to  an  improvement  in  the 
general  level  of  religious  and  cultural  life.  As  a  result,  in  spite 
of  their  anti-Uniate  orientation,  the  activities  of  the  early  Ortho- 
dox confraternities  have  been  evaluated  positively  not  only  by 
Orthodox  historians,  but  also  by  most  Catholic  scholars. 

In  the  first  half  of  the  eighteenth  century  the  Eastern  rite 
Catholic  bishops  began  to  organize  confraternities  subordinated 
to  the  clergy.  Although  they  lost  their  reformational  fervour, 
both  Orthodox  and  Uniate  confraternities  retained  their  position 
as  a  conduit  for  the  socialization  of  parishioners.  Such  confrater- 
nities survived  in  several  regions  of  Ukraine,  mostly  in  villages 
and  small  towns,  until  the  nineteenth  and  even  early  twentieth 
centuries,  serving  primarily  as  a  framework  for  the  preservation 
of  traditional  rites  and  customs.

This  brings  the  total  holdings  of  the 
Confraternities  Collection  to  145  publications  (25  books,  109 
articles,  1  pamphlet,  5  journal  issues,  5  book  reviews).  On 
behalf  of  the  entire  membership,  a  hearty  "Thank  you!"  to  all 
who  have  contributed  their  articles/books  or  duplicate  copies  of 
other  work  to  the  collection.  We  are  on  the  way  to  establishing 
an  important  repository  for  the  fruits  of  our  labour  and  a  rich 
source  of  information  for  future  research. 

Sometimes  confraternal  records  note  that  a  particular  group  has 
the  right  to  carry  on  with  religious  services  even  when  its  city  is 
under  an  interdict.  Does  anyone  have  any  record  of  occasions 
when  this  actually  happened — i.e.,  instances  when  a  city  was 
under  papal  interdict  and  its  confraternities  carried  on  with 
hearing  confessions,  distributing  communion,  and  burying  the 
dead?  Would  the  confraternities  offer  these  services  only  to 
members,  or  would  they  make  the  sacraments  more  widely 
available?  What  might  this  tell  us  of  the  interaction  between  the 
civic  cult  (with  its  heavy  lay  confiraternal  element)  and  the  more 
hierarchical  cult  centred  on  parish,  diocese,  and  Rome?  Please 
respond  to  Nicholas  Terpstra,  Luther  College,  University  of 
Regina,  Regina,  Sask.,  Canada  S4S  1A2.

Reviews 

Christianity  and  the  Renaissance:  Image  and  Religious  Imagin- 
ation in  the  Quattrocento,  eds.  Timothy  Verdon  and  John  Hen- 
derson (Syracuse:  Syracuse  Univ.  Press,  1990),  xx,  611  pp.  [for 
a  list  of  contents  see  below  under  "Publications  Received".] 

This  collection  of  23  essays  grew  out  of  a  1985  symposium  on 
"Christianity  and  the  Renaissance"  held  in  Florida  and  Florence. 
The  aims  of  the  collection  are  twofold:  to  reaffirm  the  social 
vitality  in  the  Italian  Renaissance  of  traditional  Christian  belief, 
and  to  recapture  as  broadly  as  possible  the  actual  experience  of 
that  belief.  From  primarily  historical  and  art-historical  perspec- 
tives, the  individual  essays  explore  what  the  editors  call  the 
"symbolic  environments"  of  Renaissance  Christianity — the  vari- 
ous institutional  and  personal  settings  through  which  believers 
were  enabled  to  touch  sacred  reality.  The  essays  share  a  desire 
to  establish  historical  contact,  to  recreate  these  environments  of 
belief  so  that  they  would  remain  recognizable  to  the  people  who 
acted  within  them.  In  his  introductory  essay,  Timothy  Verdon 
points  out  the  influence  on  the  arts  of  St  Francis  of  Assisi's 
efforts  to  encourage  involvement  in  the  human  dynamics  of 
sacred  history.  Underlying  this  collection  is  a  similar  desire  to 
engage  in  the  human  dynamics  of  Renaissance  Italian  belief. 

Essays  are  grouped  into  four  sections:  "The  Monastic 
World",  "The  Religious  World  of  the  Laity",  "The  World  of  the 
Christian  Humanist",  and  "Coda  on  Method".  The  seven  essays 
in  "The  Monastic  World"  survey  the  social  realities  of  cloistered 
life  in  the  Renaissance  (Brucker,  Rubinstein);  the  role  of  images 
in  the  expression  of  Franciscan,  Dominican,  and  Carmelite 
spiritual  ideals  (Hood,  Hatfied,  Gilbert);  the  use  of  antiquarian 
inquiry  into  the  roots  of  monastic  practice  (Elm);  and  the  influ- 
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ence  on  the  Florentine  laity  of  the  classical  humanist  ideals  of 
Dominican  mendicant  preaching  (Lesnick). 

The  ten  essays  in  "The  Religious  World  of  the  Laity" 
are,  according  to  the  editors,  at  the  heart  of  the  collection. 
Drawing  from  a  wide  range  of  disciplines,  these  essays  collec- 
tively argue  that  confraternities  provided  a  principal  environment 
for  lay  religious  experience.  Confraternal  life  emphasized  the 
social  dimension  of  belief — a  corporate,  civic  emphasis  that  the 
editors  offer  as  a  defining  characteristic  of  Renaissance  Christi- 
anity. The  section  begins  with  an  historical  overview  of  the 
growth,  composition,  and  ftmction  of  lay  fraternities  in 
Florence,  with  illustrations  taken  from  a  case  study  of  the  Com- 
pagnia  di  San  Girolamo  (Henderson).  Other  essays  look  at  the 
role  of  humanist  ideals  in  confraternal  liturgical  practice  (Weiss- 
man);  the  devotional  and  philanthropic  activities  of  Venetian 
confraternities  (Pull an);  the  attitudes  toward  mortality  demon- 
strated by  the  ftinerary  and  charitable  activities  of  the  Fraternity 
of  San  Bartolomeo  in  San  Sepolcro  (Banker);  the  current  status 
of  surviving  Florentine  confraternities  (Capponi);  art  patronage 
and  the  cult  objects  of  the  Florentine  flagellant  confraternity  of 
Gesu  Pellegrino  (Arthur);  confraternal  public  theatrical  displays 
and  their  elaborate  physical  properties  (Newbigin);  and  the 
interplay  between  music  and  spectacle  in  confraternal  drama 
(Barr).  The  section  ends  with  a  brief  survey  of  other  organiz- 
ations that  produced  theatre  (Ventrone),  and  an  examination  of 
the  social  functions  of  the  "sacred  mountain"  genre  across  three 
centuries  (Kubler). 

The  essays  in  "The  World  of  the  Christian  Humanist" 
offer  case  studies  of  the  troubles  which  followed  the  attempt  to 
wed  classical,  humanist  learning  with  medieval  Christian  beliefs. 
They  examine  the  challenges  offered  to  traditional  monastic 
ideas  (Camporeale);  the  changing  ideas  and  role  of  patronage 
(Bullard,  Hall);  and  Pico  della  Mirandola  and  Savonarola's 
rejection  of  humanist  learning  (Garin).  The  concluding  "Coda  on 
Method"  contains  a  caution  on  the  extent  to  which  altarpieces 
can  sustain  the  often  complex  theological  and  devotional  roles 
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accorded  them  (Hope),  and  a  methodological  inquiry  into  icon- 
theology  (Marino). 

The  essays  in  this  volume  are  particularly  strong  on  the 
interrelation  of  the  arts,  lay  devotion,  and  civic  religion,  and 
should  be  of  interest  to  anyone  doing  interdisciplinary  work  on 
confraternities.  The  collection  includes  a  comprehensive  index.

Le  Mouvement  Confraternel  Au  Moyen  Age,  intro.  by  Agostino 
Paravincini  Bagliani  (Rome:  Ecole  Fran^aise  de  Rome,  1987), 
405  pp.  [for  a  list  of  contents  see  below  under  "Publications 
Received".] 

This  collection  is  culled  from  a  1985  conference  on  confrater- 
nities held  in  Lausanne,  Switzerland,  entitled  "L' institution 
eccl^siale  k  la  fm  du  Moyen  Age".  The  conference  was  organ- 
ized by  the  Unit^  associ^e  1011  du  CNRS  in  conjunction  with 
the  Ecole  Frangaise  de  Rome  and  the  University  of  Lausanne  in 
order  to  facilitate  the  exchange  of  information  among  historians 
of  different  geographical  regions  and  of  differing 
historiographical  traditions.  Three  countries  participated  in  the 
round  table  discussion — France,  Switzerland  and  Italy.  In  order 
to  provide  a  common  base  for  discussion,  the  organizers  pro- 
posed the  following  fields  for  examination:  demographic  analy- 
ses of  the  confraternity  movement;  regional  approaches  to  the 
study  of  the  confraternities;  the  relationship  between  confrater- 
nities and  ecclesiastical  power  during  the  14th  and  15th  cen- 
turies. 

The  fourteen  essays  included  in  this  collection  reflect  to 
varying  degrees  the  objectives  of  the  conference.  For  example, 
Jacques  Chiffoleau's  article  on  Provengale  confraternities  exam- 
ines the  complex  relations  between  religion  and  politics  at  the 
end  of  the  Middle  Ages   (9-40).   Demographic  analyses  of 
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regional  confraternal  movements  are  provided  by  many  of  the 
articles,  notably  Noel  Coulet*s  article  on  the  spread  of  craft  and 
penitential  confraternities  throughout  Provence  during  the  14th 
and  15th  centuries  (83-110),  Anna  Benvenuti  Papi*s  discussion 
of  female  religious  movements  in  Florence  (41-82),  and  Gio- 
vanna  Casagrande's  analysis  of  the  social  composition  and  ftinc- 
tion  of  a  particular  Perugian  confraternity,  the  Compagnia  di 
San  Giuseppe  (155-183). 

A  common  focus  for  the  majority  of  the  articles  is  the 
social  function  of  confraternities  and  their  correspondent  cultural 
practices  or  rites.  Catherine  Vincent's  study  of  Normandy  (111- 
131),  Roberto  Rusconi's  examination  of  the  Italian  confraternal 
movement  (133-153),  and  Jean-Loup  Lemaitre's  analysis  of  a 
12th-century  liturgical  missal  taken  from  a  confraternity  of 
clerics  in  Lodi  (185-220)  can  be  included  in  this  category.  Also 
interested  in  the  social  function  of  confraternities  are  Katherine 
Tremp-Utz,  Louis  Binz,  Andr^  Schnyder,  Nicolas  Morard, 
Charles  M.  De  la  Ronci^re,  Antonio  Rigon,  and  Giuseppina  de 
Sandre  Gasparini.  Tremp-Utz  and  Binz  write  respectively  on  the 
16th-century  confraternity  of  Saint  Jacques  in  Bern,  Switzerland 
(221-231)  and  Genevan  confraternities  (233-261).  Andr^  Schny- 
der's  article  examines  the  confraternities  of  Saint-Ursula  in 
Germany  (263-273)  while  Nicolas  Morard  focuses  his  investiga- 
tion upon  the  confraternity  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  Fribourg  (275- 
296).  De  la  Ronci^re  discusses  the  educational,  social  and  moral 
functions  of  confraternities  in  Florence  (297-342).  The  urban 
societies  of  clerics  in  Venice  are  examined  by  Rigon  (343-360), 
whereas  Gasparini,  an  historian  of  Venetian  confraternities, 
offers  a  more  broadly-based  analysis  of  the  confraternal  move- 
ment both  as  a  devotional  and  a  social  manifestation  (361-394). 

This  collection  of  articles  is  well  worth  examining  care- 
fully, particularly  for  those  historians  interested  in  a  comparative 
analysis  of  confraternities  across  Western  Europe  between  the 
14th  and  16th  centuries.
